One of the best crope in the his­ 
tory of La Crosse county 
will 
be 
harvested this fall according to the 
report of Professor Frank Balmer 
of the La Crosse 
County 
Agricul 
tural school who has just completed 
an inspection of the county. Crops of 
every kind will not go below the av­ 
erage, he declares, 
while most of 
them will be far in advance of the 
crops of former years. 
Mr. Balmer 
attributes 
the 
good crops to the 
abundance of rain which has fallen 
this year and the generally favorable 
weather w'hich has prevailed. 
During 
the last two w-eeks 
Mr 
j Balmer has been making a tour of 
the county by towns and procuring 
data which he will use to the ad­ 
vantage of La Crosse county farm­ 
ers in future years. 
Heavy Hay Crop 
The hay crop which is now’ being 
harvested is giving one of the largest 
yields in years, many farmers having 
reported a yield of two tons per acre 
and the promise of a second crop this 
year. Hay land which is not capable 
of producing another crop this season 
will make excellent pasturage and a 
large number of farmers are con­ 
templating this use of the land. 
The only crop w'hich does not sur­ 
pass the average is the grain crop. 
During the heavy rains which fell in 
the early spring and the middle of 
May a large amount of the grain 
seed was washed under and a large 
amount 
was 
damaged by the late 
frosts. Despite these handicaps, how­ 
ever, the grain crop will come close 
to the average of former years. 
Smut Attacks Oats 
La Crosse county farmers are due 
to suffer some loss owing to oats 
beinf affected by smut. Most fields in 
this county will sustain a loss of 
from five to twenty-five per cent 
from this source. Not only will they 
suffer a loss from 
this 
cause this 
year but if means are not taken to 
eliminate this evil, it will spread rap­ 
idly and in future years the loss will 
be even greater. 
Professor Balmer recommends the 
use of a formalin 
treatment as a 
means 
of 
eliminating 
6mut. 
By 
sprinkling the seed with a solution 
composed of one pint of formalin or 
formaldehyde and forty gallons of 
water, the smut plague can be en 
tlrely eliminated. 
Mr. Balmer said today: "One ex­ 
ample of the power 
of 
this treat 
ment is shown by a certain field of 
oats in the town of Barre where a 
portion of the seed was treated. The 
seed w’hich was treated is practically 
free from smut while a large percent­ 
age of the remainder has been spoil 
ed. 
"It costs 4mt about two cents per 
bushel to treat the seed or about 
four cents per acre. 
A twenty per 
cent loss on a crop, when oats are 
worth fifty cents per bushel means 
a loss of $4 per acre. Thus it costs 
but one per cent of the value of the 
crop to insure it against destruction 
from smut."
